Children Jearn a Jot during 
their first five years of live. 
They are learning habits which 
will last their lifetime. Help your 
child develop healthy eating 
habits for a long and healthy 
live!’ Here’s some ideas to get 
you started: ’ 

Eat with your child and be a 
good role model. Children learn 
by watching you and others eat. 

Eat the same foods with your 
child. Don’t be a short order 
cook and prepare a different 
meal for your child: 

Offer whole fruits for snacks. 
Many children drink too'much 
juice and eat few whole fruits 
such aS oranges, grapes and 
apples. Limit fruit juice to 6 
ounces a day or less. 

Serve vegetables at lunch and 
dinner. Add vegetables to soups, 
stews, tacos, stir-frys, casseroles 
and salads, : 

Serve 1% or skim milk at 
mealtimes. 1% our-skim milk is 
the best choice for children over 
the age of 2 years, unless your 
child 1s trying to gain weight. 

Offer water when your’ child 
is thirsty. Limit sugary drinks’ 
Such as soda: pop, “Limit fruit 
drinks that are not 100% juice. 

Plan 3 meals and 2 to 3 snacks 
each day for your. child. 
Snacking all day long is not a 
good idea. Your child may 
become fussy or overweight. 

Let your child decide how 
much they are going to eat. 
Allow your child to eat ‘When 
hungry and stop eating. when 
full. 

Offer new foods at mealtimes. 
Let. your child see you tasting 
and enjoying these new foods. 
Ask your child to’ taste new 
foods, but don’t force your child

The winter months are a good 
ume of year (o transplant trees 
and) shrubs in Alabama. 
Transplanting trees can usually 
be done most any time of the 
year, but the cool temperatures 
reduces the fate of water loss in 
the plant and thus reduces stress 
on it. The cooler part of the year 
is also a good time to prune 
ornamental plants. 

When planting a new shrub o1 
tree purchased from a nursery or 
some other source there are a 
few things thal you need to keep 
in mind, First, keep the plant 
moist until you are able to plant 
it, Many times a shrub or Wee is 
lost before it is ever pul into the 
new hole. The reason for this is 
the plant is not kept watered and 
therefore dries out and is under 
extensive stress before it is ever 
planted. 

Another factor is to make the 
hole for the new shrub or tee at 
least one and one half times big- 
ger than the root mass, Add 
some water to the hole and pack 
the soil tightly and firmly 
around the root niass. 

This same basic philosophy 
applies to wansplanting shrubs

Farm Loans 
available for 
SDA individuals 


The Alabama State Farm 
Society Agency (FSA) 
announced that funds are avail- 
able, under the Farm Loan 
Program, for Socially 
Disadvantaged (SDA) individu- 
als who want to purchase or 
operate a family-size farm. 

In Fiscal. Year 2004, which 
ended September 30, 2004, 
Alabama made 143 SDA loans 
totaling more than $10 million, 
This was 36 percent of the total 
loans made and 23 percent of the 
total dollars loaned. 

“This special financing is for 
people who are part of a group 
whose members have been sub- 
jected to racial, ethnic, or gender 
prejudice because of their iden- 
lity as members of the group 
without regard to their individ- 
ual qualities. SDA members 
include women, African 
Americans, American Indians, 
Hispanics, Asian and Pacific 
Islanders and Alaskan Natives,” 
said Danny F. Crawford, 
Alabama FSA State Executive 
Director. 

Operating loans may by used 
to purchase livestock, equip- 
ment, feed, seed, and other busi- 
ness related expenses. 
Repayment terms run from one 
to seven years. 

Farm ownership. loans pro- 
vide capital to purchase or 
enlarge a farm, construct or 
improve buildings, promote soil 
and water conservation and pay 
closing costs. Direct farm own- 
ership loan terms are up to 40 
years. Guaranteed loan terms are 
established by the lender. 

Qualified candidates are pro- 
vided information and assis- 
tance to develop sound manage- 
ment practices, analyze prob- 
lems and utilize available 
resources essential, for success- 
ful farming operations to cope 
with the’ changing ‘agricultural 
environment. 

SDA loan applicants do not 
receive automatic approval. 
Individuals must be, U.S. citi- 
zens with a satisfactory history 
of ‘meeting credit obligations; 


- have sufficient ‘education, train- 


ing or experience managing or 
Operating a farm; possess the 
legal capacity to incur debt; and 
be unable to obtain credit else- 
where.

The only. other consideration 


is to make sure that you have 
gotten as much of the root as 
you can possibly get when dig- 
ging it up. A good rule of thumb 
is (o move Out from the drip line 
of the tree to start digging the 
plant up. Transplanting is not an 
easy process so don't shortcut. 

The hole that will be receiv 
ing the transplanted shrub 
should be slightly larger than 
the root mass and a litle deeper. 
Again, add a: little water and 
pack the soil firmly around the 
root. You may also add manure 
to the hole. 

The health and beauty of 
ornamental plants depend, to a 
great extent, on proper pruning. 
Pruning controls the plants size 
and shape, whether it is a formal 
pruning or informal. It also 
encourages flower or fruit pro- 
duction and can discourage dis- 
ease and promote growth by let- 
ting light and air into the interi- 
or of the plant. 

For most plants in south 
Alabama very early winter is 
not necessarily a good time to 
prune. You have to be careful 
that the weather is cool enough 
to do your pruning, The reason 
for this is that many times you

fall in south Alabama and then it 
will freeze and thus will kill 
your plant. 

Generally speaking, if the 
weather is cool, it is probubly 
OK to prune. 

The Safest time is in the cool 
er part of January and February 
A good rule of thumb is that 
with plants which flower in the 
Spring, you Wait until after they 
flower and then do your prun 


ing. This is, of course, if you are * 


not planning to do severe 
renewal type pruning. If you are 
going to do severe pruning, this 
should be done during the cold- 
er part of the year like February 
for Azaleas. If it is a general 
pruning for shaping or height 
control this may have to be done 
several time throughout the 
year, 

For example, some of. the 
giant old Azaleas that are in 
front of a Window may have to 
be pruned several times 
throughout the year to control 
their hgight, This is not neces 
sarily the ideal but it may be 
necessary. 

For ornamentals that do not 
flower, or tees within the yard 
landscape, the colder part of the 
year is certainly the best time to

Winter is good time for transplanting and pruning shrubs

If you can only prune ‘ane 
time during the year, itis best to 
prune during the coldest time of 
the yeu 

Phe first thing you should do 
When you prune is to. control the 
height of the plant, Top it and 
prune i-down to the height that 
you want it and then begin to 
shape the plant moving trom the 
inside to the outside 

When topping 4 plant, a good 
rule of thumb is to take One third 
of the height at the very most 
Remove any disease or dead 
limbs, When pruning trees, it 
helps to open up the middle to 
allow sunlight into the interior 
part of the tree 

When you make a pruning cut 
try to make itatan angle so that 
waterwill not stand in the cut. 
Also make sure the implement 
you are using is sharp enough to 
make a clean, smooth cut.

Cool weather is time to plant 


and prune.trees and shrubs

The winter months are a good 
time of year to transplant trees 
and shrubs in’ “Alabama. 
Transplanting trees can usually 
be done most any time of the 
year, but the cool temperatures 
reduces the rate of water loss in 
the plant and thus reduces stress 
on it. The cooler part of the year 
is also a good time to prune 
ornamental plants 

When planting a new shrub o1 
tree purchased from a nursery o1 
some other source there are a 
few things that you need to keep 
in- mind. First, keep the plant 
moist until you are able to plant 
it. Many times a shrub or tree is 
lost before it 1s ever pul into the 


new hole. The reason for this is - 


the plant is not kept watered and 
therefore dries out and is under 
extensive stress before it is ever 
planted. 

Another factor is to make the 
hole for the new shrub or tree at 
least one and one half times big- 
ger than the root mass. Add 
some. water to the hole and pack 
the soil tightly and firmly 
around the root mass, 

This same basic philosophy 
applies to transplanting shrubs 
and trees, The only other ‘con- 
sideration is to make sure that 
you have gotten as much of the 
root as you can possibly et 
when digging it up. A good rile 
of thumb is to move out from 
the drip line of the wee to stust 
digging the plant up 
Transplanting is not an easy 
process so don't shortcut. The 
hole that will be receiving the 
transplanted shrub should be 
slightly larger than the root mass 
and a little deeper. Again, add a 


little water and’ pack the soil 
firmly around the root. You may 
also add manure to the hole. 

The health and beauty of 
ornamental plants depend, to a 
great extent, on proper pruning. 
Pruning controls the plant’s size 
and shape, whether it is a formal 
pruning or informal. It also 
encourages flower or fruit pro- 
duction and can discourage dis- 
ease and promote growth by let- 
ting light and air into the interi- 
or of the plant, 

For most plants in’ south 
Alabama very early winter is not 
necessarily a good time to 
prune. You have to be careful 
that the weather is cool enough 
to do your pruning. The reason 
for this is that many times you 
will get regrowth during a mild 
fall in south Alabama and then it 
will freeze and thus will kill 
your plant, 

Generally speaking, if the 
weather is cool, it is probably 
OK to prune, The safest time is 
in the cooler part of January and 
February. 

A good rule of thumb is that 
with plants which flower in the 
spring, you wait until after they 
flower and then do your prun- 
ing. This is, of course, if you are 
not planning to do severe renew- 
al type pruning. If you are going 
to do severe pruning, this should 
be done during the colder part of 
the year like February for azal- 
eas. If it is a general pruning for 
shaping or height. contro) this 
may have to be done several 
times throughout the year. 

When you make a pruning cut 
try to make it al an angle so that 
water will not stand in the cut. 
Also make suré the implement 
you are using is sharp enough to 
make a clean, smooth cut,

Selecting the best 
ponds to fish 


Alabama has no shortage of farm ponds. Within a few miles of 
virtually every one of us is a pond teaming with bass, bluegill, crap 
pie and catfish. A large number of these ponds were constructed 
with the primary purpose of creating a watering source for livestock 

Most of us select the ponds we fish based on the recommendation 


of our friends or our own past personal experience with a particular 


pond. But what if you are visiting in an area where you have no 
fishing contacts and have to “wing it” on your on, 

There are several factors to consider when evaluating a pond for 
its’ “fishability” so to speak. The first thing to try to decide on is it 
the pond was built for agricultural purposes only. If the pond was 
built for livestock watering and/or irrigation, it may have been 
stocked but never limed or fertilized 

Fishing in a pond built strictly for agricultural purposes will, in 
most cases, not be as productive as one that was constructed specil 
ically for recreation, Ponds built for recreation are much more like 
ly to be under a management plan where they are limed, fertilized, 
and properly stocked. * However, some pond owners who built their 
pond for agricultural purposes also do an excellent job of managing 
it for recreation as well 

Analyzing the drainage area from where a pond receives its’ water 
can provide clues to how good the fishing will be. If the drainage 
aréa above a pond is used for cultivation, the pond may have 
received a lot of silting over the years. Water level is another indi- 
cator of the health of a pond. If it appears shallow and the water 
table is obviously low, it has an inadequate water source. On the 
other had if the drainage is too large, excessive flow can bring in too 
much silt also, As a rule, a pond with a drainage area in grass or 
timber is a healthier pond than one surrounded by cultivated land. 

If the pond is the only water source for a large heard of cows, and 
the pond 1s relatively small, it usually won't be as good as if cows 
were not using it. Ponds that are used a§ a water source for irriga 
tion will not be affected if the water draw is. properly regulated, but 
drawing off a lot of water fast can give fish the lockjaw. 

Determining fishing pressure on a pond can help one decide if 
they want to fish a particular pond. Ponds should be harvested 
according to the recommendations of a professional biologist. A 
rough rule of thumb is that a pond can withstand a harvest of 50 
pounds of fish per acre per year, with most of this number being 
panfish. 

These are just a few things to consider when selecting a new pond 


to fish. But remember, the fish haven't read this column, and they ° 


may just be exactly where they are not supposed to be!

New Brockton town officials urge 
citizens to follow trash pickup rules 


Ihe New. Brockton’ Town 
Council urged ciuzens Monday 
ceyening, Dec. 6, during its regu- 
lar monthly meeting to adhere to 
rules and regulations. regarding 
trdsh pickup (leaves, limbs, 
stra, ete. and/or Jandfill), 

Mayor Charles Cole said 
ome residents had expressed 
concer regarding trash pickup. 
He suid those residents wanted 
to know why their trash had not 
been picked up, and the answer 
iS Uhal trash is not Ie proper- 
ly separated. 

According to street depart- 
ment officials, there are two 
kinds of trash picked up by the 
town - leave and limbs and land- 
hill. (Household garbage pickup 
is handled by Arrow in the Town 
of New Brockton). These two 
types of trash must be separated 
because they go to two different 
place 

Leaves, grass and pine straw 
must be bagged. Limbs cannot 
exceed 4" in diameter and 4° in 
Jength 


Landtill trash consists of 


items such as metal, wood, 


' glass, plastic and old appliances, 


It is also picked up at a separate 
time from leave and limb trash 
(Wednesday only). 

Cole said he and street depart- 
ment officials have been looking 
into the trash matters, and there 
is a list of residences on file at 
the town hall office of those not 
Separating their trash properly. 
He said counci] members should 
check that list if someone from 
their district complains about 
trash pickup. 

All officials agreed that until 
the people do what they are sup- 
posed to do by separating the 
trash, the town can not do what 
it is supposed to do. 

Also during Monday 
evening's meeting, the street 
department supervisor presented 
council members with a pro- 
posed list for trash pickup. 
Council members previously 
agreed that a specific order of 
pickup needed to be established 
before the town begins charging
